This network is possible because of 3 GHz and 5 GHz radios | operate within Part 97. 
A total of $1500, has been invested in building these networks obtained from the following sources:

100 % donated by local Amateurs/Club 
% the served agencies 
% my own personal money 


The amount of time invested designing, building, and maintaining the network by me and other hams in 
this project exceeds 1000 hours, for which no compensation has been received. 


My network installation connects to other compatible network equipment in the surrounding area, 
provided by other radio amateurs. All together the extended network covers major cities within Tarrant 
and Johnson counties with an estimated population base of 220,000. 


The Johnson County Emergency Management office is our primary served agency, this network extends 
from the city of Cleburne, Texas to Mansfield, Texas with plans to incorporate other cities in between 
such as Joshua, Burleson and Keene Texas. 


One priceless advantage of utilizing this spectrum along with remote cameras is our increased ability to 
view storm systems from a vantage point not possible by storm spotters. This allows us to see so much 
more of the horizon and enables our volunteer teams to stay out of harm’s way all while increasing the 
amount of factual and critical information needed for the National Weather Service to put out accurate 
time sensitive warnings to the public. 


These networks are built on technology developed and provided by AREDN (Amateur Radio Emergency 
Data Network, Inc., a non-profit, 501(c)(3)) which leverages devices manufactured for the commercial 
Wireless ISP industry. AREDN empowers Amateurs to repurpose these devices into the Part 97 
allocation by providing custom firmware which we use in place of that intended by the original 
manufacturer. 


Reallocating Amateur services out of the 3.3 and 3.5 GHz sub-band will have a detrimental effect on the 
operation of these networks and a negative impact on the agencies being served. 


AREDN is investigating whether the existing hardware might be converted to the 3.1 to 3.3 GHz sub- 
band. If this NPRM is approved and AREDN concludes that it is not possible to move into this sub-band, 
then | would request a reimbursement of the costs to deploy this network in an amount of $1500. Note 
that this does not include compensation for the impact the removal of this network will have to agencies 
that have come to depend on it.
